Be it enncted by the Oouncil and House of Representatives of the TemtOf'1l

of public accounts be, and he is hereby authorized to audit ,the accounts of 
Samuel Parker, for the sum of fifty-nine dollars, IlS per order of the district 
court of Henry county, made at the October term of said county, A. D. 1844.

CHAPTER 47. 

STREET IN MAli ION VACATED. 

AN ACT to vacate a street In the town of Marlon, In Linn county. 

Be it enacted by the Oouncil and House of Representatives of the Territory 
of IOVJa. 

SECTION 1. Vacates street in :Marion. That so much of West street in the 
town of Marion. in Linn county, as lies bt>tWE'en Broad street and the north 
line of paid town, be, and the same is her£'by declared vacated. 

SEC. 2. Street to 'be laid off in lots. That the pr.esent commissioners of 
said county, or, if nE'cessary. th£'ir Sl1c('ec;sors in office, are hereby authorized 
and emT'owered to divide and lay oft' the said street into town lots of such 
dimensions as th.py may think proper. and sell the same in such way and 
manner as they have heretofore sold lots in said town.

CHAPTER 48. 

ROAD tN LEE COUNTY. 

AN ACT to chanf;e a part ;)f territorial road In the county of Lee. 

Be it P'YIocted by the Oouncil and House of Representatives of the Territory 
of Iowa. 

SECTION 1. Changes part of road. That so much of a territorial road lead­
ing from J{' eolrnk, in the county of Lee, to the city of Burlington, in the 
county of Des Moines, as lays between Montrose and Keokuk, be; and so 
much of the same as lays between Charles McIntosh's and John Appleby's, 
is herehy so changed as to run on the section lines bep:inning as follows, to-wit: 
commencing at or near the house of the aforesaid Charles McIntosh-thence 
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
